The vote was a symbolic 
gesture.

Longmeadow’s senior 
center Jeff Folkins con¬ 
nected on a 12 foot jumper 
with 12 seconds left in 
overtime lifting the Lancers 
to a thrilling 78-76 decision 
over Agawam Feb. 21 in 
Longmeadow. 

The loss dropped

With six squads already 
qualifying for the Division I 
playoffs, the Brownies are 
one of three squads in 
contention for the last two 
spots. 

As of Feb. 22 Pittsfield had 
a record of 9-8 and Min- 

nechaug just recently 
brought up into Division I 
from Division II are 10-9. 
The Tournament Committee 
met yesterday Feb. 26. 
Chairman for the committee 
is Agawam High Principal 
Dave Theodorowicz. 

Theodorowicz said he has 


no idea what would happen 
on Wednesday, but he did 
say every team has 
something in their favor to 
be considered.

The Brownies played their 
second contest in a row 
without the services of 
steady forward Karl 
Ekstedt. Ekstedt has been 
hampered by a foot in¬ 
fection. “Without Karl we 
just turned Tommy (Quinn) 
loose,” said an obviously 
disappointed Brownie Coach 
Wayne Morse. 

“We really played well 
and lost,” Morse lamented. 
Every kid that played did a 
good job,” he added. 

Before Quinn fouled out 
with 1:20 remaining in 
overtime, he put on a 30 point 
second half side show which 
almost gave Agawam their 
first victory over the Valley 
Wheel kingpins. 





Grapplers Downed 
At Tournament 

Only in their second season of varsity wrestling, 
Agawam matmen Matty Mason, Bobby Cardwell, and Chuck 
Girard reached the State Tourney Feb. 21 stemming from 
stellar exhibitions a week earlier in the Western Mass 
Schoolboy Wrestling Torunament. 

The Trio were unable to advance past the first round 
during the tourney held in front of a huge gathering at 
Brockton High School last Friday and Saturday. 

“The interest and caliber of wrestling out there is unreal,” 
offered first year Coach Phil Tomkeil. “The crowd was just 
unbelievable,” Tomkiel added in reference to the packed 
gym. 

Both Cardwell and Girard were pinned while Matty Mason 
lost an 8-1 decision. During his match Mason suffered a 
stretched shoulder muscle but the tough senior somehow 
managed to complete the bout. “Matty really hung in there,” 
Tomkiel noted. 

Highly Rated 

Although Tomkiels fine trio had their problems at the 
State Meet, all three had an outstanding Western Mass 
Tournament Feb. 14 and 15 at Granby High School. 

The Brownies, who entered 7 combatants finished 8th over 
all in team standing. “The lack of depth hurt us in the 
tournament just like it did all season,” Tomkiel sighed. 

Mason, who was seeded second in the 157 pound class 
ended in that spot for his section of the two division tour¬ 
nament won by Westfield and Tech. 

In his fourth and final encounter which decided the 
Western Mass champion in the 157 class, Mason lost a 
protested bout against a top seeded Granby opponent. 

Tomkiel Upset 

The reason for the protest was Tomkiel’s anger over a 
call against Mason which cost him a vital point. “The of¬ 
ficials thought Matty was stalling, then they called him for 
interlocking his hands, and he did neither,” Tomkiel said. 
“Those things just happen.” 

Girard and Cardwell found themselves ranked second 
and third in their respective classes. (147 and 127 pounds). 
Girard had a few problems in his first match and was pinned 
by a lower seeded South Hadley foe.

Girard wrestled 4 matches on Saturday (Feb. 15) making 
his one day work more than any other-matman during the 
entire tournament. Girard captured 5th for his efforts. 

Bobby Cardwell, a suprprise for Tomkiel all season long, 
captured second billing in his weight class. “Bobby lost 4 
matches this year and of them he should have won three,” 
Tomkiel observed. 

Pleasant Note 

Another pleasant note for the Brownies came in the 
form of sophmore Brett Coughlin who cranked a 6th position 
in light weight competition. “Brett is an up and coming 
wrestler,” Tomkiel said of his crafty sophmore. 

The Brownies final dual meet record dropped to 2-10-2 
compared to 6-8 in their first year of competition.

Budget Message 


A school budget of §5,420,626. has been approved for 
1975-1976. This is an increase of 10.7 per cent over the 
previous year. The School Committee recognized the 
general economic conditions are such that every effort 
had to be made to hold down the increases in the school 
budget to the smallest possible amount while still 
providing Agawam children with the opportunity to get an 
education that prepares them for the future. 

Approximately 80 per cent of the school budget 
consists of personnel costs. Increments, settlements 
negotiated with the Teachers’ Association, and increases 
for all other employees cause most of the additional ex¬ 
pense over the prior year. 

Special education requirements mandated by the 
state continue to exert a strong upward pressure on the 
budget. Additional personnel in the form of a director, 
teachers and aides have been needed in order to meet 
obligations imposed by Chapter 766. While Agawam’s 
program for children with special needs was substantial 
prior to the passage of Chapter 766, the necessity for 
providing a significantly higher level of services and 
extensive reports to the state means additional dollars in 
the budget. 

Agawam continues to have a growing school 
population in contrast to nearby towns. Last year, except 
for special education as stated above, no new staff was 
added; but, in a two year period a growth of some two 
hundred students makes it mandatory to increase the 
professional staff. This year, for the last time, one ad¬ 
ditional month of teachers’ salaries ($285,000.) must be 
included in the budget to comply with the state’s new 
fiscal year accounting system. - , 

The School Committee was assisted by a sub¬ 
committee of the Town Council comprising Mr. Edmund 
Coffey, Chairman, Dr. Paul Query and Mrs. Jane Gior¬ 
dano.' The sub-committee attended all of the budget 
sessions and was most helpful and constructive to the 
school committee in their difficult budget task.

Town Manager’s Annual Report 


The year 1973-74 was a year of challenge 
and change for the Town of Agawam. 
January, 1973, saw the change in form of 
government from the traditional Town 
Meeting- Board of Selectmen to the Council- 
Manager. This change in form of government 
brought many changes in the procedures and 
operations. Most of the officials were now 
appointed rather than elected. The legislative 
body, the Town Council, meets several times 
a month rather than several times a year. For 
the first time, all of the town’s operating 
agencies and advisory agencies were brought 
under the supervision and direction-of one 
individual, the Town Manager. 

In addition to the changes within our own 
town government, the state had mandated 
that all cities and towns would now operate on 
a fiscal year budget and, in this initial stage 
of the change from calendar year to fiscal 
year, the year would be 18 months. 

I believe the elected and appointed officials 
of the town responded to these changes by 
accepting the challenge presented and using 
the opportunity to develop the new form of 
government into a government which could 
and would respond to the needs of the 
residents of the community. 

During this 18 -month year, a Health Needs 
Study was conducted to provide a report 
which would be used as a guide in planning 


De during the next 10 years. 

The Transportation Study Committee 
recommended participation in the Regional 
Mass Transit System. 

Data Processing has been consolidated in 
cooperation with the School Department into 
a single entity which allows us to more ef¬ 
fectively serve both the schools and the 
town’s needs. 

The Water Department has been placed on 
a self-supporting basis through revenues 
collected from the users. 

A budget control system was introduced 
which requires department heads to more 
accurately project their annual programs 
and costs so that the Council can review the 
budgets and the respective program costs 
more effectively. The system also allows a 
tighter control on expenditures. 

A 5-year projected Capital Budget Program 
was developed and submitted to the Council. 
This program should allow the Council the 
opportunity for long range capital planning 
and improve the Council’s ability to stabilize 
capital expenditures. 

There are many more challenges that lie 
ahead but I believe this first year has seen the 
Council, employees, and administration 
move ahead in a constructive and dedicated 
manner to meet the needs of the citizens and 
/ the challenges of the future.

The so called ‘‘eighteen month” year was a 
task in itself, with the introduction of the new 
method of preparing the departmental 
budgets for each and every department. 

SECOND 

The new form of government which was 
adopted by you on November 16,1971, became 
fully effective on January 1,1973. There were 
many problems which confronted us during 
the change from the old to the new. I can 
honestly say that all of the problems were 
met head on and resolved, probably not to the 
satisfaction of everyone but, they were met 
and resolved so that the work that had to be 
done was indeed done. There was nothing left 
hanging. This was accomplsihed through the 
tireless efforts and dedication of each of the 


councilors you elected and the Town Manager 
your Councilors appointed. Some of the 
Councilors have come and gone and I, per¬ 
sonally, may have not agreed with all of them 
and still don’t on every issue. However, I 
must say each and everyone of them have 
contributed a great deal in resolving 
problems that have confronted them for the 
good of our town. 

There will be more problems coming before 
them with the growth of the town being what 
it is and the present state of the economy. It is 
my sincere hope and plea to you, the people, 
that you do participate in our town’s en¬ 
deavors to continue to make Agawam the best 
place to live. There is a great deal to be done 
and only with your cooperation and 
assistance can the Councilors, Town Manager 
and their staff deliver the best for the 
townspeople.

Finance Department, is now prepared to 
expand its field of coverage after having 
expended the past eighteen months resolving 
major problems of transferring all programs 
from the old system to the new Honeywell 
computer.

Perhaps the most important phase of town 
finances is the picture of its bonded debt 
schedule. Seventy-five percent of our bonded 
debt, or $4,890,000, can be attributed to school 
construction. Planned sewer, sewer plant and 
drainage installations will increase the 
bonded debt somewhat during the next two 
years. 

Another major increase can be expected if 
proposed construction of the library and 
police station takes place.

Department of Public Works 


While the fiscal year 1973-74 will be of 
historical importance to the Town of 
Agawam, as it was the first year of the 
Manager-Council government, it will also be 
remembered by the Department of Public 
Works for another reason. That year saw the 
retirement of Donald Campbell as Superin¬ 
tendent of the DPW. Mr. Campbell had 
worked 25 years with the department, serving 
as superintendent for the last eight. He was 
dedicated official and always gave his best 
effort to any job he tackled. Donald will 
always be well thought of and fondly 
rememberd by his fellow employees in the 
department. 

Replacing Mr. Campbell as Superintendent 
of the Department of Public Works is 
Leonard Belcher, a 25 year veteran with the 
department. Prior to his promotion, Mr. 
Belcher held the position of General 
Foreman. 

The major accomplishment during 1973 
was the completion of the Feeding Hills 
Trunk Sewer. This sewer will beoome the 
backbone of the town’s sewer system and will 
allow us to extend sewer service into the 
western portion of town. The department has 
developed a program for the expansion of 
sewer service and any resident may inquire 
as to when sewers will be installed in their 
area. 

Another major development in the area of 
sanitation in 1973, was the town’s par¬ 
ticipation in a regional landfill at Bondi’s 
Island for the disposal of our solid waste. With 
the new regulations governing the location 
and operation of landfills it was felt that it 
would be in Agawam’s best interest, over the 
long term, to join a regional facility. 


The department continued its street im¬ 
provement program during the past fiscal 
year. Storm drains were installed on sections 
of Rowley and Cooper Streets in conjunction 
with their widening and reconstruction. A 
portion of Barry Street was surfaced with a 
treatment of oil and stone chips providing a 
better road while also reducing upkeep. The 
resurfacing of Springfield Street was com¬ 
pleted, a project which began some 3 years 
ago. Other streets which were resurfaced are 
Hillcrest Avenue, George Street, Lealand 
Avenue, Franklin Street Extension and a 
portion of North West Street. 

During the past year, the DPW personnel 
installed new water mains on Broz Terrace, 
Fruwirth Avenue, Cosgrove Street and a 
portion of Garden Street. These new mains 
have strengthened our water distribution 
system and improved fire protection in those 
areas. 

In 1973 the City of Springfield, from whom 
Agawam buys all of its water, announced that 
it was doubling the price it charges for water. 
Their action, of course, forced this depart¬ 
ment to raise the rates it charges its 
customers. With the assistance of the 
engineering staff, new water rates and a 
new meter reading procedure were 
developed. 

During the current year, he department 
will continue its street improvement program 
with the reconstruction of portions of Cooper 
Street and Shoemaker Lane being the major 
projects. Improvements to the water 
distribution system are proposed for the 
Garden Street and Meadow Street areas. 
Also, an extension o the Feeding Hills Trunk 
Sewer and the installation of the Three Mile

dealer and limbs and branches were chipped 
for use in landscaping within the town. 


Brook Pumping Station and Force Main are 
proposed. In addition, work on the first 
section of the North Street Deep Gutter sewer 
system should begin and sewer and drainage 
construction is scheduled for the section of 
Shoemaker Lane between Poplar and South 
Westfield Streets.

I herewith submit to you the report for 
Agawam Fire Department. 

The ultimate aim and purpose of our Fire 
Department is to protect your life and 
property from destruction. To do this, we 
have employed 53 officers and firefighters to 
be ready to answer any call where we may be 
able to assist combatting any problem or 
emergency that threatens you. 

During the past budget period, we have 
instituted innovations which we feel also 
assist in the prevention of destruction and 
emergencies. Primarily, our Fire Inspection 
and Prevention Division has prepared a 
School Fire Drill Manual and we have made 
this available to all our teachers and School 
Department personnel. Along with this 
manual, was a course earmarked for fourth 
grade students, on home emergency 
evacuation and a Fire Prevention program. 

This year marks a milestone in our 
departments’ educational program, in as 
much as, four of our members have com¬ 
pleted the fire science course at Springfield 
Technical Community College, and have 
received their degrees in fire science. 

We laso have 20 members of our depart¬ 
ment presently enrolled at Springfield 
Technical Community College in the fire 
science course. 

Men of our department attended the fire 
prevention seminar in Philadelphia, Pa.; 
arson seminars in Worcester and the meeting 
of the Massachusetts Drill Instructor’s 
Association on arson investigation. 

During the year we presented the following 
programs on fire prevention for television, 
schools, clubs and nursing homes: 

Hazards of swimming pools 
Gasoline storage 


Data Processing 


Fireplace and wood burning stoves 
Evacuation procedures 
Clothing fires 
Kitchen hazards 
Miscellaneous fire hazards 

The energy crisis and spiraling fuel prices 
have prompted many of our citizens to install 
alternative heating methods. We must 
caution the use of auxiliary heating devices 
as we have recently had some serious fires 
because of these heating methods. 

The Firefighter’s Auxiliary has raised 
funds for Tot Finders stickers, which were 
presented to all school children at the 
elementary schools to bring home and place 
on their bed room windows for identifying a 
child’s room in the event of a fire. 

The total value of property where fires 
occured was well over two million dollars 
during the past budget period. However, 
losses sustained in these fires were ap¬ 
proximately $350,000. 

Fatalities where fires were attributed in the 
cause of death were three, two from an air¬ 
craft and one from a dwelling. 

Our future programs include manning a 
Fire Rescue vehicle, equipped to effectuate 
any emergency extradition of people from 
any accidental or dangerous situation. 

The officers and men of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment stand ready to assist you in every way 
they can to make Agawam a better and safer 
place to live. We can be proud of the way they 
perform and executive their tasks during 
emergencies. For their achievements and 
excellent cooperation, I am truly grateful. I 
would be remiss if I did not also bring to your 
attention the cooperation we receive from all 
other town departments throughout the year.

During the past year the Data Processing 
Department under went many major 
changes. Among these were the leasing of a 
2020 Honeywell Computer to replace both the 
towns and the schools outdated IBM 1130. 
This was done at a substantial saving of tax 
dollars for a much more sophisticated 
system. 

It was also decided to hire a Data 
Processing manager to unite the town and 
schools needs on the computer, along with an 
additional keypuncher. Among the many 
applications now being processed on the new 
Honeywell Computer are both the town and 
schools payroll, an appropriation accounting 
system for both town and schools, and a 
completely revised water and real estate 
billing system. Student scheduling was also 
done for both the high school and junior high 
school and all reports indicate that opening 
day of school went very smoothly. Daily and 


state attendance along with grade reporting 
and Scholastic aptitude test scoring are also 
processed on the Honeywell Disc system. 

The students at Agawam high school are 
very fortunate in having the opportunity to 
have hands-on-experience with the various 
programming courses being offered. 

Some of the future plans for the Data 
Processing Department are an accounts 
receivable system for both water and real 
estate, a student Data Bank to store all in¬ 
formation on a student from the time he 
enters kindergarden until he graduates from 
high school, and a complete inventory system 
is also under consideration. 

It may be noted that neighboring towns 
have shown considerable interest in 
Agawam’s data processing systems and it is 
probably only a matter of time before they 
implement similar systems.

After the manager form of government 
became effective in January 1973, existing 
Planning Board members continued to serve 
until replaced by appointment. Chairman 
Charles Calabrese, John Burns and Paul 
Fieldstad served until May when Arthur 
Fuchs of Alfred Court, Lawrence O’Connell of 
North Street and Mrs. Natalie George of 
Debra Lane were seated. Chester Nicora and 
Albert Bonavita served until August when 
Steven Kitrosser of Pineview Circle and 
Stanley Drewnowski of Parkedge Drive were 
appointed. Mr. O’Connell moved from town in 


December and the vacancy was filled by 
Robert Bergin of North West Street. Mr. 
Fuchs was reappointed in December for a 
five year term. With a totally new board 
taking office during the second year of peak 
real estate activity, it has, at times, been a 
trying experience for developers and board 
members alike! There were 56 regularly 
posted meetings and 41 public hearings in the 
eighteen months. 

Under Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 41, Section 81, there were 91 sub¬ 
missions of plans during the period. Sixty five 


Housing Authority 


The Agawam Housing Authority, sub¬ 
sidized by the state, operates two elderly 
housing projects: Country View Apartments 
in Feeding Hills and Colonial Haven Apart¬ 
ments in Agawam Center for elderly persons 
of low income; also a veterans’ project: J. J. 
Brady Village for veterans of low income. To 
be eligible for elderly housing a person must 
be 65 years of age, a U.S. citizen and of low 
income. To be eligible for the veterans’ 
housing the applicant must be a veteran or 
the family of a veteran and of low income. 
The veterans’ apartments are all family 
units. 

During the past year many bathrooms were 
remodeled at Brady Village and more are 
expected to be done in the coming year. All 
ranges, which were 25 years old, were 
replaced with new ones. Excess land behind 
Brady Village was turned over to the Town of 
Agawam, who with the generosity and help of 


the Jr. Women’s Club and the Beautification 
Committee, will create a Mini Park to be 
utilized by town residents. 

The exterior of all buildings at Colonial 
Haven are in the process of being painted. 
With the help of boys who worked through the 
Summer Youth Program many odd jobs were 
accomplished, such as caulking of buildings, 
repairing sidewalks, tarring gutters, painting 
crosswalks and parking areas and land¬ 
scaping. 

The Authority has been working since 1971 
to get a third elderly project built in Agawam. 
We have been told by the state that this 
project will probably go out to bid this fall. It 
is to be located on land already purchased off 
Wright Street and will consist of 64 garden 
type units. Plans are in the works to construct 
a Senior Citizens’ Center within the confines 
of the housing project which will be for the 
enjoyment of all elderly citizens of Agawam. 


parcels of land were divided with approval 
that subdivision control was not required. Six 
parcels were denied endorsement. Twenty 
submissions were approved for development 
as residential subdivisions, giving a potential 
of 815 new homes. 

Roads to serve two industrial areas were 
approved for design and construction plans: 
Hunt Street for the Farm Bank and Ramah 
Circle South for Burd Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany. 

New rules and regulations for the sub¬ 
division of land were adopted effective March 
7, 1974. These are more inclusive of work 
required by the contractor including planting 
of street trees, installing street light bases, 
and preparation of the map required for 
submission to the Council for street ac¬ 
ceptance. Guarantees for performance of 
sewage pump stations are stricter. The op¬ 
tions for design and construction of streets is 
increased to four, depending on soil con¬ 
ditions and the number of cars proposed to 
use the street daily. Environmental studies 
and financial impact statements are now 
required. Also, a preliminary plan must be 
approved before a definitive plan is sub¬ 
mitted, to work out some of the problems 
before substantial money is invested in the 
site. Copies of the regulations are available 
from the Town Clerk’s office. 

Under Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 41, Municipal Planning and Chapter 
40A, Zoning, the board began a com¬ 
prehensive review of existing zoning in 
Agawam. An ordinance to remove residential 
subdivision development from business and 
agricultural zones was defeated by the Town 
Council. An ordinance to regular land 
development and use in the Flood Plain was 
prepared according to the Federal Insurance 
Act; public hearing was held and the or¬ 
dinance returned to the Council for action. An 
ordinance to regulate and restrict signs in all 
zones was drawn and a public hearing held; 
with the assistance of additional material 
supplied by the sign industry, the ordinance 
was redrafted and returned to the Council. 
Petitions to the Council to allow the Planning 
Board to proceed with the drafting of or¬ 


dinances for site review of development in 
business and industrial areas and in the A-3 
(multi-family housing) district have not been 
returned to the board. 

The board has been working on a complex 
ordinance to allow Planned Unit Develop¬ 
ment by Special Permit for mixed residential 
types, and residential coordinated with 
business or industrial uses utilizing clustered 
building and commonly owned open space 
concepts. The draft is waiting the outcome of 
state enabling legislation. A 360 acre proposal 
for a PUD residential development was 
submitted by Tobacco Farms Realty for land 
off South West Street. The proposal is waiting 
enabling legislation and a better financial 
climate. ■ 

Twelve zone change petitions to amend the 
ordinances were studied with public 
hearings. The board’s recommendations 
were sent to the legislative body who granted 
four, and denied eight. 

Under the zoning ordinances, elevations for 
six business or industrial buildings were 
approved for general appearance and per¬ 
manence of structure, and landscaping. 

The board is co-sponsoring, with the 
Conservation Commission, an inventory of 
natural resources for town preservation 
(TAG committee). Members are also active 
in coordinating the work of the Tran¬ 
sportation Committee and the Land Study 
Committee. Mrs. George serves, the town as 
Commissioner to the Lower Pioneer Valley 
Regional Planning Commission through 
which agency the town’s activities and plans 
are coordinated with regional plans. 

For the next eighteen months, the board 
has been enpowered by the Council to work 
with Brown, Donald and Donald, Municipal 
Planning Consultants, of Farmington, 
Connecticut. With the cooperation of other 
boards, we will analyze and program 
development for the town on a five year 
impact plan and a long range goal plan. We 
will be initiating citizen questionnaires and 
meetings to develop the community’s identity 
and policies which will translate those con¬ 
cepts into future development patterns. 
Following this, the zoning map and or¬ 
dinances will be revised for adoption by the 
Council. 


Liquor Commission 


In the nearly eighteen months the Agawam 
Liquor Licensing Commission has been in 
office, the members have met at least once 
every month at regular meetings and con¬ 
ducted many hearings. 

Licenses in force: (both seasonal and year 
long) eight package stores, five drug stores, 
14 clubs, two innholders, 15 all-alcohol vic- 
tualers, two veterans clubs, 13 seasonal 
lounges, with an income to the town of $25,775. 


While we commiserate with those seasonal 
licensees who are being shut down from 
December 1 until April 1, this is in accordance 
with the state law. However, we are causing a 
bill to be filed with the legislature, with the 

consent of the Town Council, so that all 
seasonal licenses may be changed to full, 
year-long licenses with certain requirements 
in the transfer. 









Department of Weights and Measures

I herewith submit to you the report for the 
Department of Weights and Measures; 

Modern weights and measures depart¬ 
ments encompass many areas of consumer 
protection. Generally sealers and inspectors 
concern themselves with assuring customers 
accurate weighing and measuring devices, 
and full and just quantity delivered by them. 
Weighing and measuring devices have 
evolved to include charts with price deter¬ 
minations and price displays. Consequently, 
sealers and inspectors must also certify 
correct price for a given quantity at a unit 
price. 

During the energy crisis, and the current 
spiraling inflationary market, calls and 
complaints tyive been received by us 
inquiring and questioning the accuracy of 
goods, and merchandise received by 
customers over weighing and measuring 
devices. 

In the past budget period with the town 
prosecutor, we processed court cases in¬ 
volving tampering with gasoline devices for 
fraudulent purposes, using unsealed 
measuring devices, door to door sales, 
neglecting to supply a retail outlet with scales 
to weight meat products, and sustained 
convictions on all these cases. 

Town ordinances require our Inspector of 
Weights and Measures be assigned as a 
member of our Consumers’ Advisory Com¬ 
mission. In this capacity we have been able to 
resolve a good many complaints and serve as 


the commissions investigative officer. 

We have also been assigned to process all 
energy complaints referred to us. During the 
energy crisis we have been somewhat suc¬ 
cessful in assisting to resolve some of the 
allocation problems. Needless to say, we 
were involved in a difficult time due to policy, 
regulative, and administrative changes in 
state and federal level energy offices at the 
height of the crisis. 

The Massachusetts Legislature passed 
legislation which privides for local sealers to 
enforce unit pricing laws and regulations. 
Unit pricing information was instituted to 
assist shoppers to make better value com¬ 
parisons between brands, and if utilized by 
shoppers allows quick price comparison. 

Unit price enforcement coupled with our 
present responsibilities and rapidly ex¬ 
panding business community in Agawam are 
straining the facilities of our weights and 
measures department. In order to keep pace 
with the paper work we have requested 
assistance through the town Manager for 
clerical help under the Federally funded PEP 
program. 

National recognition was given to us by my 
election to vice chairman of the National 
Conference on Weights and Measures. 
Election to this position is thehighest tribute 
and compliment which can be paid to local 
sealers of weights and measures in the United 
States. 


Building Department

The following is a general resume of the 
activities that have taken place in your 
Building Department during the 1973-74 
budgetary period. 

This period of time was a banner year as 
far as construction was concerned. The town 
experienced a rapid development of living 
units comprised of 390 single family dwellings 
and 179 multi dwelling units at a valuation of 
$10,683,700. Commercial permits were issued 
at a total valuation of $38,956,312 (Sewage 
Disposal Plant $35,000,000. non-taxable), 315 
miscellaneous permits were issued such as 
additions, alterations, pools, etc. The total 
valuation of all permits issued for this period 
of time is $50,719,237. 

The growth of our community has brought 
increased responsibilities to the Building 
Department. New residents of the town have 
found the Building Department an aid in 
assisting them in olving problems of settling 
in their new community. 

The services rendered by this department 
could not have been as efficiently rendered if 
the Town Council, in their foresight, had not 
approved the appointment of a Deputy 
Building Inspector. 

A new State Building Code known as 
Chapter 802, Acts of 1972, will be effective 
January 1, 1975. This code is a maximum 


mandatory building code which will super¬ 
cede every code within the state. The 
jurisdiction control of the code has been 
placed in the state authority. If there is any 
conflict with local zoning bylaws or or¬ 
dinances the state code shall control. We feel 
the unifying of the building code is a forward 
step. We do not agree with the fact that the 
state now has more authority in your building 
department than the citizens have. At this 
point the town pays the Building Inspector but 
the state tells him what to do. But, like our 
new government experiencing minor dif¬ 
ficulties in the transitional period, we do 
expect that the Building Department will be 
experiencing difficulties in transferring to the 
new code requirements. One of the main 
changeovers will be the inspection of all 
school buildings and public buildings which 
we feel have been neglected in the last seven 
years. These inspections alone will increase 
the workload of this department by some 450 
hours. 

The Building Department is able to serve 
all walks of life in protecting the health and 
safety for the citizens of the town. We will in 
the future, as in the past, be a common 
denominator to assist our citizens' in 
promoting their safety, health and general 
welfare.
